FAIRMONT, W. VA.. Dec. 0—All explosion j>t mines Nos. C and S of 


the Faii-mont Coal company at Monogah, occurred this morning-. Telephone 
messages say 700 men were working in the mines at the time of the ex- 
plosion. Many men are reported killed and injured. 
The explosion was 


heard for miles around, and all the town physicians have been summoned. 
At this hour it is impossible to get into the mines where the explosion oc- 
«furred. The number of Cead and injured cannot be tolj until 
an en- 


trance ife effected. Over 100 men are known to have escaped from 
the 


mines after the explosion, and a number in the mines is therefore in doubt. 


FAIRMONT, \V. YA., Dec. G—\t 1 o'clock this afternoon the officials 


of the Fairmont Coal company revise d the figures of the number of nu'ii 
at work in the collapsed mine, making the number 300 instead of 500. 
They do not believe that any escaped death or injury. 


At 1 o'clock eigUt dead bodi'-s h ad been taken out, tnit the '111110 is 


now on fire, and dense volumes of black smoke are pouring out of the 
main entrance driving the rescuing party b.icfc from the mine. Fans are 
working bard to clear the snart of s»r oke and ion* air, hi the hope thar the 
rescuers uiay get in and find some ali ve, but they have very little hope of 
succeeding. The cause of the fire or extent is not known.

Hundreds of frantic'women and children are around the mine en-

Thursday afternoon and finding Gov- 
ernor Guild's door closed, turned on 
three prominent 
leaders 
and fired 


three shots at them, probably fatally 
wounded Edward 
Cohen of 
Lynn, 


president of the state branch of the 
American Federation of Labor; ser- 
iously wounding Dennis D. Driscoll 
of Boston, secretary of 
the 
same 


board, and injuring with the muzzle 
of his revolver Arthur M. Huddell of 
Boston, former president of the Cen- 
tral 'Labor union of this city. 


The insane man, who was -John A. 


Steele of Everett, and who was re- 
leased on parole last month from the 
Danvers insane asylum, was overpow- 
ered by Private Secretary Charles 
Groves and General J. H. 
Whitney, 


chief of the state police. 


Governor 
Guild was in his office 


only a few feet 'away and, rushing out, 
assisted 
in 
subduing Steele, 
then 


knelt by 
Cohen's side, and 
subse- 


quently directed the removal of the 
wounded man to the hospital. Cohen 
was shot twice through the head and 
is in a critical condition at the Mass- 
achusetts General hospital. The third 
bullet struck Drisco!! a glancing blow 
on the side of the forehead and, mak- 
ing a long wound over the head, ren- 
dered him 
unconscious. He recov- 


ered" consciousness half an hour later. 
Huddell's wound, which was at first 
supposed to be an alarming one, was 
quickly dressed and 
will probably 


cause him little inconvenience. 


The three labor leaders came to the 


state house to meet the governor by 
appointment in regard to a pardon 
for A. M. Kennedy of Salem. All three 
were waiting beside a long table con- 
versing pleasantly, while at the far- 
ther end of the room Private Secre- 
tary Groves. was> dictating a letter to 
the executive stenographer. 
William 


Reed, the colored messenger of 
the 


department, was seated at his desk 
within a few feet of .the labor men. 


Suddenly Stec-le appeared at 
the 


door of the room from the hallway, 
and without announcing his mission, 
walked by the doorkeeper and Mes- 
senger Reed and then glanced toward 
Go\ernor Guild's room, 
which was 


about 20 feet avvay. 
The door 
was 


closed. Steele turned 
around, and, 


drawing a revolver, fired at Cohen, 
who was about -nx feet away. 


Cohen's back was turned and the 


bullet struck the back of his head, 
passed directly through and came out 
at the forehead driving a great splash 
of blood to the wall opposite and be- 
side the pictuic of Abraham Lincoln.
